evidently made for political effect and 
the woman in question bore the name 
of Sarah Ward and was taken to the in- 
sane hospital in 1882 by the authoritio 
of Fort Wayne and Alien county.

September of 1888 she was discharged 
from the hospital, being considered suf- 
ficiently improved to warrant it, but in 
1885 she again became dangerous and 
was taken back to the hcspital. 
She 
had been suffering more of late from 
peritonitis than from insanity. 
Finally 
it became necessary to perform an oper- 
ation on her.

The commissioners can 
also pay the amount into the general 
fund, but that is improbable.

September 13, 1883, she was discharged 
from the hospital as improved, and was 
taken in charge by the Allen county 
ofiicers at Fort Wayne, but her condi- 
tion becoming a second time dangerous, 
she was returned to the hospital on Jan- 
uary 6, 1885. 
She has since that time 
remained under the care of the hospital 
physicians. 
For some months 
she 
lad been 
suffering 
terrible 
agony 
from 
peritonitis 
and 
it 
was 
finally decided by the physicians to 
perform an operation on her. 
This was 
carried out by Dr. Oalbraith, the su- 
Pl^tendent and Drs. 
Howard 
and 
^ o m a s , of the hospital staff. , Dr. 
Eastman, of the city, was invited to 
witness the operation. 
Just what the 
treatment was can not be ascertained, 
but ID forty-six hours she died of the ef- 
fects, and on June 80 was buried by the 
county at the asylum pounds. 
The 
woman's disease, it is said, had nothing 
whatever to do with insanity, and the 
operation seems to have been suggested 
solely by a desire to prove surgical 
skill without caring much for the con- 
sequences. 
At the office of the board of 
health there is no return of the death."

All large Cuban sugar plftntatioiiB ave 
«like. 
Having seen one 70a have seeR 
iJl, so far as external affairs are oon- 
eemed. 
It is often the case that their 
owner, or lessees, are people of culture 
uid refinement, and with a host of 
friends and visitors about them live here 
in a style of affluent elegance for which 
we can now find no comparison in oxur 
9wn country. 
There was a time when 
we oould. 
But the dreary reaches of 
cane; the long, snake-like tramways and 
roads for hauling the emerald loads of 
treasure to the mill; the white tree- 
fringed avenue leading from the high- 
way to the batey or square upon which 


»11 the structures are faced with start- 
ling regidarity; the live hedges of 
Spanish bayonet or savage prickly pear 
Mtd dirk pointed heniquen that mark 
the confines, or divisions, of the estate; 
the tall and lonesome chimneys of the 
boiling houses; the glaring white build- 
ings from villa to "the quarters" that 
look forever so ghostly lonaesome and 
torture your eyes in the pitiless sun; 
the unsavory smell of the cane juice in 
all stages of conversion into 
sugar, 
and the never ending hordes of ignor- 
ant blacks sweltering and yelling like 
demons in their Lard labor are one and 
the same from one end of Cuba to an- 
other. 


The plantation is divided into num- 
kiif*"^ sqwares or iiatches, around and 
fKSa T^hich, l e a d ^ direct to the mill, 
are guarda rayos or ioads, which are 
frequently tramways with iron botmd 
wooden rails, where one mule can easily 
amble along with 10,000 pounds of the 
glistening cane on cars. 
Frefjuently 
these gusu'da rayos radiate in all direc- 
tions from the batey or square like the 
spokes of a wheel. 
It is one steady 
stream of cane day and night to the 
ponderous rolls which squeeze it dry 
as a bone, whether it comes fast 01 
slowly, endwise or sidewise, and. leave 
the rag-like, crushed and 
flattened 
Btalk in what i.s called bagazo. 
This, 
dried in the sun, pro\ides the entira 
fuel of the never idle boilers. 
Th« 
screaming and whining of these crush- 
ing roRs i.s one of tlie most lugubrioui 
noises one ever listened to. 
Then there 
are tremendous engines and boiler» 
kept endle.s.sly raffing by the burning 
bagazo; conntliiss pipes and fixtures and 
the liuge nickel plated "vacuum jjans," 
imbedded in polished w<x)d, where th€ 
cane juice, seemingly quiet, is kept at a 
fearful heat by steam; the groat vata 
and reservoirs, and finally, the swirling 
centrifugal machines, that, inside ol 
five minutes, take the black, nasty, 
mushy mess and beat it until it is ai 
white as snow and ready for market. 
From 2,000,000 to 5,0()(»,0()0 pounds are 
frequently made auniially upon each ol 
these plantations, beside the enormom 
yield of molasses, which is an impor- 
tant factor in the ciop. 


The fact is, these great sugar estates 
are now run on so gigantic a scale thai 
they are little loss than huge factories, 
with all the hard characteristics of fao 
i»ry life about them, the home or rural 
idea being wholly eliminated. 
Thi 
place is like a factory village, employ- 
ing and caring for from 1,000 to 2,001 
souls. 
The 
discipline is severe; tha 
system perfect. 
The hands are invari- 
ably negroes. 
They work in watches, 
or relays, day and night, precisely at 
they do at your rolling mUls. 
Th« 
males occupy quarters walled and bar- 
ricaded from the women, and there ia 
no more chance for intercourse or froUe 
than in the 
American penitentiary. 
Those married have separate quarters.
